“They also forget that many of the 
drafted players are turned back to 
them, besides dozens of other clubs) 
from lower organization who tarn or 
to be too’sliow for the major leagues. 
The club owners also forget that the | 
draft rule makes it possible for many 
young players to reach the top of their 
profession who would otherwise never 
raise above the Class A league level. 
The draft rule is one of baseball's best 
institutions. It is equally fair to 
the club owner and to the player. I 
can see no objection to its working out 
right in the end.”

Comptroller of the Currency, declared 
the results wnder the bankling laws 
of this country were in a lange meas- 
ure unsatisfactory, 

The reason he did not attempt to 
explain, though he intimated the fault 
might be in a weak administration of 
the law. 

In proposing a working codiperation 
between the national banking system 
anc the State Supervisors, the Comp- 
troller mentioned some practices he 
considered highly objectionabie. 

MENTIONS OVERDRAPFTS. 

The June call] for condition of natton- 
al banks showed $26,000000 In over- 
drafts, he said, and there is no Statute 
which allows his office to control such 
a condition. There are some State 
laws prohibiting overdrafts, and he 
urged coiperation with supervisors on 
that point. 

“Weak banks should be forced Into 
liquidation,” Mr. Murray declared. He 
sald he would use every power con- 
ferred on his office to force unsteady 
institutions to discontinue business be- 
fore they failed.

The activity of the oil men of Cal- 
ifornia in organizing to protect their 
seer is already beginning to bear 

An official announcement came from 
Washington yesterday that Franklin 8. 
Pierce, First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, will visit the California 
olf flelds next month to investigate 
the oll situation so far at it relates 
to the public domain. In regard to his 
proposed visit, the Associated Press 
announcement says: 

“Mr. Pierce will seek light on what 
legislation should be recommended in 
regard to these oil lands. He will be 
in Bakersfield and vicinity about the 
middle of next month. 

“The situation which Mr. Pierce will 
look into grows out of the withdrawal 
of lands with the entry of companies 
on them. The department has been 
er upon to determine whether cer- 
tain com ies 
bop pan are acting in good 

The fact that Mr. Pierce is coming 
to California in person to investigate 
& condition htat many of the oil men 
regard as menacing to-their interests, 
will be welcome news to the operators 
in the northern fields, where much of 
the valuable oil land is yet unpatented, 
but where hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been expended in «ood 
— in prosecuting the discovery of 


The General Land Office is now re- 
fusing patents t6 companies and indi- 
viduals in cases where location notices 
were filed prior to the discovery of 
the precious fluid, this being done un- 
der the old placer mining laws which 
still govern the patenting of oil lands. 
This action by the Interior Department 
is of recent date, the former custom 
being to allow locators to proceed to 
patent where they had filed their lo- 


Prosecution of discovery in a vigor- 
ous manner. 
UNEASINESS FELT 

The withdrawal of a great area of 
supposed oi] lands in this State last 
September also aggravated the acute- 
ness of the situation, and persons 
operating on unpatented lands have 
Déen uneasy for several months. While 
Congress was in session, a committee 
of the California ol1 men went to 
Washington at their own expense and 
labored long and earnestly with the 
members of both Houses to prevent 
what they called unjust legislation. 
They succeeded to a certain extent, but 
a bill was passed giving the President 
power to withdraw oil lands, and he 
— no time in making the withdraw- 
a 

Included in the millions of acres 
withdrawn in California are smali! 
areas of proven oil territory, and on 
thie land many thousands of dollars 
have been spent by persons and com- 
panies who have not yet discovered 
oll. Under a strict interpretation of 
the President's order these lands would 
revert to the government and the op- 
erators would lose all they had put 
into development, unless allowed ‘to 
proceed to discovery. 

The situation hax developed two fac- 
tions among the oi! men of California. 
Some of the men who are operating 
on patented lands are in favor of the 
government leasing ol] lands, but a 
large majority of the oll men of the 
State are opposed to such a 0»plan. 
They believe that the men who spend 
the money and discover the wll should 
get the land in fee simple. 

Over a month ago several oi] men, led 
by 8S. C. Graham of this city, called a 
meeting which resulted tn the organi- 
zation of the Western.Oll Producers’ 
Association. The originators of the or- 
ganization were in favor of some kind 
of conservation, but when the direc- 
tors were elected last Thursday night 
it was found that the anti-conserva- 
tionists had won a complete victory. 
Then 8S. C. Graham withdrew from the 
association. 

Meantime a convention was held in 
Bakersfield on September 4 and the 
California Oil. Men was organized, 
with the avowed purpose of seeking re- 
Hef from present ills from the Inte- 
rior Department. Three oi! men from 
each of the ten oil districts of the 
State were named on a committee to 
outiine a plan of action. Charles P. 
Fox, president of the, California Oll 
Men, is now in Bakersfield. 

EXPECT EQUITABLE ACTION. 

W. B. Scott, a member of the com- 
mittee representing the Fullerton- 
Whittier district, when told iast night 
that Assistant Secretary Pierce intends 
to pay a visit to the ofl fields, ex- 
pressed his gratification. It has also 
been announced that George Otis 


Smith, director of the Geological Sur-

. Beott believes that these men 
will thorougnly investigate the condi- 
tions in this State and make recom- 
mondations that will be just and equi- 
table to all concerred. 

That the oll land situation:in this 
State ix attracting considerable atten- 
tion is further evidenced by the fact 
that Gifford Pinchot, chief apostle of 
conservation, ie now making a tour of 
the northern fields under the escort of 
members of the Sierra Madre Club of 
this city, and prominent ofl.men from 
various sections of the State. Mr. 
Pinchot expects to give voice to his 
impressions before the American Min- 
ing Congress. which wil! meet in Los 
Angeles the latter part of this month.
